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A groat fesar of Soviet attack rules everywhere in Yugoslavia. This fear is
spuken of frequently end openly; every method of self=preservation or escaps
is being examined and everyone is in doubt as to what to do. Expecially
frightensd are Party members and those who have any connectlon whatsoever
with the Party.

The people fear the Soviets in consideration of the infauous orimes which
they committed during the last war both in Yugoslavia and other countries
and which they ere committing today in the satellite coumbries, It is being
said that the Soviets commit orimes of murder, looting, and immorality, and
thet they will commit them most savagely in Yugoslavie, As an example of
the above, & certain Branko Lican, & member of the CPY and of the Ljubl jans
Militia, is allegedly already preparing a plan of escape to Trieste in case

- of Soviet attack. There are other examples, but in gemeral everyane is

preparing his own plans,
The following psychosis existz among & good number of former Partisan officers

who are ncw employed in various civilian jobs: "Why should we fight again
and lose our heads? ‘“werything which Tito &t premised us in six years of
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14iberation has proved to be nothing btut lies. Tito end his collaborators
fight only to remain in power and to save their owm neocks., In fighting
agein, we would have to perish for this misery which the Tito regime has
brought us.”
